ſelves, in and about Our City of Bdinburgh, not only to meet with, and beget in others bad Impreſſions of Us, and Our Government, 
for promoting/their horrid and unnatural Combinations, but likewiſe to render themſelves the more Capable, to diſcoverthe Proceedings 
of Our Government, and to miſ-repreſent Us, and all Our Actions z And We being Reſolved to prevent ſuch Inconveniencies as may 
ariſe thence, to the prejudice and Security of the Proteſtant Religion, and Our Government, and to Diſappoint and Defeat all thoſe un- 
juſt Attempts z Therefore We, with Advice of Our Privy Council, Do hereby Command and Require, all the Inhabitants of Our City 
of Edinburgh, PortBurgh, Briſto, Potterraw, ahd Pleaſants, to give up the Names and Deſignations of ſuch perſons as preſently are, or 
hereafter ſhall happen to be Lodged by them, to the Captain of the Main-Guard of Edinburgh 3 and theſe within the Canmongate, and 
Caltown, to the Captain of the Main- Guard of the Canmongatez, ar theſe within Leith, tothe Captain of the Main-Guard keeped at that 
place, under the Penalty of twenty pounds Scots for eich Lodger, who ſba!l nor be given up by them, in manner foreſaid, the one half 
to be payed tothe Magiſtrats of Edinburgh, and the other half to the Diſcoverers of ſuch, who ſhall failzie in their Duty and Obedience 
to Us herein, and that by and attour what further Puniſhment Our Privy Courcil ſhall think fit to inflit upon them, according to the 
quality and circumſtance of their Contempt and Negligence z And for the more «tfeual Proſecution hereof, and Diſcovery of ſuch, who 
tball fail in giving up the Names of their Lodgers; We, with Advice foreſaid, Ordain the Captains of the ſeveral Main- Guards, to des 
liver up the Liſts of the ſeveral perſons Lodged within their reſpeRive Bounds, to the Provoſt of Our City of Edinburgh, whom with the * 
Magiſtrats of Our ſaid Burgh, and of the other places above-mentioned, We Appoint to cauſe make Tryal oncea-Week, thorow their 
reſpeQive Bounds and JuriſdiRions, it the aids Liſts be Faithfully given up by the ſeveral Inhabitants : - And 'foraſmuch asit is the Duty, 


as well as the Intereſt of all Magiſtrats within this Our Antient Kingdom, ro preſerve and ſecure the Peace within the Bounds of theirre- 
ſpeive Juriſditions, and to contribute their outmoſt endeavours, that all the Inhabitants within the ſame give no Dilturbance and Dif- 
quiet to Us, and Our Authority. And whereas it hath been the Cuſtom hitherto obſerved within Our City of Edinb»rgh, that the ſeve-

chants and others had obliged themſelves for their Apprentices and Servantsz and that the Magiſtrats and Deacons of Trades, have under- 
taken at this JunRure of Time, toſee the ſamine put to due Execution, Wetherefore , with Advice and Conſent of Our Privy Council, 
Do hereby Ordain the Magiſtrats of Our City of Edinburgh, to take an Oblidgment from the whole Deacons of the ſeveral Incorporations | 
bf that Our Burg!,and Subutbs thereof above-ſpecified ; and the Deaconsto take Security from the whole Free-men,and Maſters of theſeye- > 
ral Callings, . for the Peaceable Behaviour of their Apprentices, Servants and Journey-men, that they ſhall Secure the Peace, and thallto”” © 
ways be acceſſory to'any Tumults, or Diſorders whatſomever ; And We Appoint the Magiſtrats of Our ſaid Burgh, to take Security of 
all. the Merchants for their Apprentices and Servants» to the <ffe& foreſ#id : And whereas many Journey-men do dayly frequent and work 
in Our City and Suburbs, and thereby receive the benefite of a Subfiſtence and Livelyhood,and in the mean time, are many times the Inſtru+ 
ments of TT EE Therifors We, wich Advice 2nd Conſene foreſaid, Ordain, Thas no Journey-men, ſhall have 
the Freedom and Liberty of Working With the Maſters and Free-men of any of the Callings, unleſs they find Caution to the ſeveral Incor- 
porations, to which they are Servants, in manner, and tothe effte& above-mentioned 5; with Certification to the Maſters and Free-men of . 
the Incorporations, that in caſe they ſhall Imploy any Journey-men , before they find Caution , as ſaid is; or if they themſelves, or a- 
ny Merchants ſhall be found guilcy of making,or being preſent at any Tumult, or Diſturbance of the Peace, that they ſhall loſe their Free- 
dom and Priviledges as Burgefſes: And becauſe there are ſeveral Gentlemen and others living within the City, who are not Burgeſles, 
who may pretend an exemption from the Magiſtrats their Juriſdifion in this particularz We with Advice foreſaid, Ordain all of them, 
excepting perſons in Publi& Truſt,to give Bond for the Peaceable Behaviour of their Servants,cither to the ſaids Magiltrats,or to the Clerks 
of Our Privy Council 5 But nevertheleſs, We Authorize and Require, the Senators of Qur Colledge of Fultice, to call before themrthe 
Members thereof, and Dependers thereon, and cauſe them give Security for their own, and their Servants Peaceable Behaviour : As 
alſo the General of Our Mint, to cauſe the Work-men, and Servants thereof, Bind and Engage themſelves, to the effeR foreſaid : And 
for the better preventing of any Tumults or Diſorders within Our City of Edinburgh, and Suburvs of the ſamine, We Diſcharge the Servants, 
Apprentices, and Fourneymen of any Citizens, to frequent, or be found upon the Streets after ten a Clock at Night, ( excepting the Ser- 
vants of Phyficians, Apothecaries, and Chyrurgeons) with Certification to the Contraveeners,that they ſhall be carried to, and keeped Pri- 
ſoners in the Guard,during the Magiſtrats pleature : And to the end Our Royal Pleaſure in the Premifſes may be known, Our Will ishere-+ 
fore, and We Charge you ſtraitly and Command, that incontinent, theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, and 


there in Our Nameand Authority,by open Proclawation,make Publication of the Premiſſes,that none may pretend ignorance,
